The contract of llie Maritime Canal 


company of Nicaragua -was declared 
i'oiTeiled by the Xiearaguan government 
in October on the1 ground of non-1'iiHil- 
ineat. The Maritime Canal company 
lias lodged a protest. The Nicaragua!! 
canal commission having completed its 
labnrs, was dissolved on May III, and on 
June 10 a new commission, Lhelslhmian 
canal commission, was organized. This 
commission entered promptly upon the 
work intrusted lo it, and is now carrying 
on examination in Nicaragua along the 
roule of the Panama canal. The work 
will be prosecuted as expeditlonsly as 
possible. The importance of this work 
cannot be too strongly pressed upon 
congress. 


L'OHniAI.ITT WITH GKRMANY. 
Our relations with Germany continue 


lo b'.- most cordial. The inereaBing in- 
timacy lias been marked by permission 
for the landinu on our shoves of a cable 
from Borkuni Emdcn, and 
ihe con- 


clusion of a parcel post convention with 
the (Jerman empire. The several gov- 
ernments of the empire seem reluctant 
to admit the natural excellence of our 
food productions. It is to be hoped lhat 
in time the two governments will net in 
common accord to insure the purity and 
wholesomeness of ail food pro-jucls im- 
ported hy cither country from the other. 
Efforla to obtain for the American life 
insurance companies a full hearing as 
to their business operations hi Prussia 
havo hnpi.ily succeeded. 


TIll^ CANADIAN COMMISSION. 
In my last annual message 1 referrc-d 


to Hit: pending ne"oliations wilh Great 
Britain in respect to Canada. A joint 
high commission had been created for 
the purpose of adjusting all unsel tied 
questions between the United States and 
Canada, embracing 12 subjects. Apart 
from these questions the most friendly 
disposition has marked the Intercourse 
of Ihe United States with Great Britain. 


THE BOER WAU. 


This government has maintained an 


attitude of neutrality In the unfortunate 
contest between Great Britain and the 
noer stales of South Africa. The United 
States representative at Preloria was 
early instructed to see that all neutral 
American interests be respected by the 
combatants. Upon the 
withdrawal of 


the British agent from 
Pretoria the 


United States consul was authorised to 
exercise the customary good olh'ces of a 
neutral for the care of British interests. 
In the discharge of this function' oppor- 
tunity has been afforded to show the im- 
pm-tiullty of this government toward 
both the combatants. 


THE ITALIAN LYNCHING. 


For the fourth time In the prcseni dec- 


ade question has arisen with the gov- 
ernment of Italy in regard to the lynch- 
ing of Kalian tuibjocls. The latest of 
these deplorable events occurred In 
Tallnla. La., whereby five unfortunates 
of Italian origin were taken from jail 
and hanged. The authorities 
of the 


stale and representatives of the Italian 
embassy have separately investigated 
the occurrence. A satisfactory solution 
will doubtless be reached. 


The president refers to the necessity 


of a cable to Manila, mentioned In hla 
message of last February. He recom- 
mends that in case congress should not 
take measures to bring about this re- 
sult the po.-tmasior general be author- 
ized to invite competitive bids for the 
establishment of a cable. 


OUR PLKDGK TO CUBA. 


My annual message of lasi year was 


necessarily devoted to the results of-the 
i^panisii war and the conditions It im- 
posed for the future. The -treaty of 
peace has restored friendly relations ba- 
iwoeli the two powers. The withdrawal 
of the anlhorlty of Spain from the island 
of Cuba was effected by the 1st at Janu- 
ary, so that the full re-estnblishment of 
peace found the relinquished territory 
held hy us In irusL for the inhabitanls. 
under the direction of the executive to 
build up that tranquil development of 
iho domestic state as proclaimed in the 
joint resolution adopted by congress, by 
which the United States disclaimed any 
dispiisition or 
intention to exercise 


sovereignty, jurifdiellon or control over 
Cuba. 


Ity the trealy of peace the Spanish peo- 


ple of the island have until April 11.1900, 
in elect wholhor they will remain citi- 
zens of Spain or become citizens of Cuba. 
LJy lhat time the result of the census will 
be tabulated and we shnil proceed to 
provide for elections which will commit 
til,-- municipal government'of tile island 
to the ollicers elected by the people. In 
ihe meantime and so long as we exercise 
control over llie island Ihe products of 
Cuba should have a market in the United 
States on as good terms as are given to 
llie. West India Jslands. For the relief 
of the distressed In the Island of Cuba 
the war department has Issue.! supplies 
to deslllnte persons which amounted to 
5 4i>;; WO i-jtlona at a cosi o:' fUl7,f'f'l.07.

THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


]n response to the Invitation of his 


majesty the Empsror of Russia a coin- 
mission from the United States attended 
tlie peace conference at The Hague. 
The occasion seemed opportune for tliu 
serious consideration of a plan for the 
pacific adjustment o£ International dif- 
ferences and a definite project /or a 
permanent international tribunal. The 
nnal act of that conference. In short, pro- 
vided Tor maintenance of general pence, 
the exorcise of good offices and media- 
tion, formation of commissions of in- 
quiry and international arbitration. The 
mediation provided for Is purely volun- 
tary and advisory. 


TUB ARMY. 


Since my last message and in obedi- 


ence to acts of congress; the remaining 
volunteer force enlisted for the Spanish 
war has been discharged. Of the volun- 
teers CC7 oflicers and 11,831 men serving 
in the Philippines and ICf.O of the regu- 
lars, who were entitled to be mustered 
out voluntarily, remained at the front 
until their places could bo filled by new 
troops.' By virtue of the authority of 
congress the regular army has been in- 
creased to 01,911!) enlisted men and 2243 
officers, nnd new volunteer regiments 
have been organised aggregating 23.0CO 
irien and 1521 olficers. The force in Ma- 
nila now consists of 1409 officers .and 
45,9t!G men. When the troo'ps now under 
orders shall reach Manila the force will 
comprisu 2031 officers and C3,4S:i men. 
The muster out of the great volunteer 
army and Ihe creation of a new' am:y 
has been tbe work of great magnitude, 
well and ably done, forWhich too much 
credit can not be given the war depart- 
ment. During tho year past tha force 
In Cuba ami Porto r.lco has been re- 
duced to a total of Jill otllcers and 13,051 
men. 


THE NAVY. 


Tbe message refers to the "spirit and 


high efficiency" which has characterized 
the seVvice and the'pride of the nation 
In its achievements. The president says 
the people will justify liberal appropria- 
tions, and he unites with the secretary 
in recommending that congress - enact 
such special legislation as may be neces- 
sary to enable the department to make 
contracts early in the coming year for 
armor plate of tbe best quality that can 
be obtained in tills country 
for 
the 


Maine, Ohio and Missouri, and that the 
act limiting the price of armor to ?,iOO 
per ton bo removed. 


PENSION DEPARTMENT. 


The pensioners of tbe United States in 


all wars, June 30,1S99, numbered 901,511). 
The numb,'i- added during the year was 
40,091; the number dropped from 
all 


causes was -13.ISO. Claims 
disallowed 


numbered 107,010. The amount disbursed 
for army and navy pensions during the 
year was?i:ts,?D5,Od2.!)5, which was ?1,C51,- 
461.01 less than tbe appropriations. The 
president, in accordance with th^ wish 
of the national encampment, G. A. R., 
recommends the modilicatlon of the act 
of June 27, 1SOO, which prescribes 
the 


amount of Income that determines pen- 
sionable Hiatus of a dependent widow. 
The president recommends 
that the 


amount of Income allowed independent 
of the proceeds of her dally labor should 
not be less than ?200 per annum, and he 
urges that the congress shall so amend 
the act as to make this provision.' 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


Tlie president introduces the subject 


with a reference to the treaty of peace 
between Spain and the United Stales 
under tbe provision of which tbe 1'hilip- 
7)ino archipelago was ceded to the United 
States for 520.000,000, and says: I have 
every,reanon lo believe, and I fitifi be- 
lieve, that this Iransfer of sovereignty 
was in accordance with tho wishes and 
aspirations of the great mass of tbe 
Filipino people. From the earliest mo- 
ment no opportunity was lost of assur- 
ing tbe people of tbe Islands of -iur ar- 
dent desire for their welfare an-i of the 
intention of this government to do every- 
thing possible to advance their interests. 


The president quotes from vari-ms 


orders Issued to those in command of 
tbe United States military and naval 
forces ;it Manila to show that it was the 
object of the United States to protect 
the people arid lo establish a beneficent 
government, even before the treaty of 
peace was signed. After the treaty had 
been raiinad, tbe message says, orders 
n'ere sent to the commander to proclaim 
the kindly intention of the government 
aiid saying: It was "most important that 
there should be no conflict with the in- 
surgents." The president then gives an 
account of thr: appointment of tlie Philip- 
pine commission who, assisted liy Ad-' 
miral Dc-wey and General Otis, were to 
"facilitato the most humane and effec- 
tive extension ot authority throughout 
the islands," and says: But before their 
arrival in .Manila the sinister ambjtion 
of a few leaders of the Filipinos had 
created a situation full of embarrass- 
ment for us and most grievous in its con- 
sequences to themselves. The clear and 
Impartial preliminary report of the com- 
missioners which I transmit herewith 
gives so lucid and comprehensive a his- 
tory of 
tht- 
1 present insurrectionary 


movement that tlie story need not be 
here ri.-penied. It is enough to say that 
the claim of the rebel leader that he was 
promised lndepender.ce by any officer of 
the United States in return for bis as- 
sistance has no foundation iafactand is 
categorically denied by tlie very wit- 
nesses who wore called to prove it. No 
sooner bad our army captured Manila 
than the Filipino forces began to as?umi. 
an nttiludo of suspicion and hostility 
which the utmost efforts of jur olHcfirs 
and troops were unable to disarm or 
modify. Their kindness and 
forbear- 


ance were taken as a proof of cowardice. 
The aggressions of ihe Filipinos con- 
tinually Increased until finally, just be- 
fore the iln'.o set by the senate of the 
United sta i-s for a vo'.e upon the .rc-a'.y, 
'an attack, evidently prepared 'n ad- 
vance, was made all along tin Amort ;.in 
lines, which ivsultod in a terribly de- 
structive nnd sanguinary repulse of ths 
Insurgents. 


The president then gives the details 


of the uprising and slaughter proposed 
by the Insurgents in Manila, thusuccess 
of which was prevented by General Otis, 
Into whose hands fell a copy of the order 
of the insurgent government, directing 
tiio massacre. This, the president says, 
was thu unhappy condition of. off airs 
which confronted our commissioners on 
tiiert arrival in Manila. What they 
actuady round Wn best. b<: set fortli.ln 
their own words:
